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Probiem of the Export Surplus 

The Canadian prairie west produced 450 mil- 
lion bushelg of wheat this season. Canadians use 
more wheat per head than any other people in 
the world, but after home requirements for bread 
and seed are provided for, there will probably 
he 850 million bushels that will have to find a 
market in other countries. Oanada is, at date, 
the greatest wheat exporting country in the 
world. The profigble marketing of this vast ex- 
port surplus is one of the major problems of our 
country. 

Canadian Conditions Unlike Those of 
United States 

The conditions which govern the marketing 
of the Canadian wheat crop differ radically from 
those governing in the case of the crop of the 
United States. The export surplus of that coun- 
try is small as compared with the home consump 
tion, while in Canada the home market is small 
as compared with that of export. The home mar- 
ket of any country can be influenced by legisla- 
tion or governmental action in controlling price 
and distribution. In the United States, that side 
of the market may be influenced in favor of the 
producer (and correspondingly against the con- 
sumer), as it cannot be in Canada, where the 
home demand absorbs only a fifth or less of the 
total production 5 


Why the ‘‘Grain Trade’'? 


Before wheat reaches the table of the ulti- 
mate consumer, whether at home or abroad, it 
must be milled into flour. So far as the buying, 
selling and transportation of wheat is concerned, 
as the farmer is the initial producer, so the miller 
is the ultimate consumer, whether in Canada, the 
United States or Europe, 

There is no inherent reason why the miller 
should not buy direct from the farmer, and, in 
fact, he does. But, in the collection and distribu- 
tion of wheat, as in the handling of ordinary mer- 
chandise, in practice it is found advantageous 
that the work should be done by those whose 
capital is invested and whose time and attention 
are given to that work, rather than to either the 
work of production or f milling for ulti- 
mate consumption

The Early August Price 

The wheat crop of the prairie omes on the 
market in August an e big flow continues dur- 
mg September, October, November and early 
December. In early August under usual condi 
tions, the erop of the previous season has been 
cleared out of the term in anticipation of 
the new crop. If the new crop is delayed for any 
cause, or a special demand arises, early August 
prices are apt to be erefore it is usually 


good business for the farmer to sell as early in 
August as possible, but t! not invariably the 


case. It is a fact that « op generally occurs 
when the new crop has « ished an assured 
supply. But once the f flow of wheat has be 
gun, there is no evidence t! the volume of de-

Farmers’ Deliveries Don't Hammer Price 


If facts are regarded as evidence the records 
of the present and past seasons prove conclusive

It will be seen from the above that when 
farmers’ deliveries for the week ending August 
8rd of this year were less than half a million 
bushels, the price only reached 96% cents for 
October delivery at Fort William, and than when 
farmers’ deliveries for the week ending August 
81, were more than three timse as great, the high 
price was $1.04%, The price dropped during the 
three following weeks and deliveries increased, 
but when the deliveries were nearly thirty mil- 
l'on bushels in the week ending September 21st, 
the price was 96% cents or slightly higher than 
it was in the week ending August 8rd, when de- 
liveries, as already stated, were less than half a 
million bushels. When country deliveries were 
nearly twenty-nine million bushels for the week 
ending October 6th, the price on that date for 
November delivery had risen to 98 cents. 


In 1922 Prices Rose as Volume Increased After 
September 15th 
The record for the season of 1922 is quite a 
striking proof that ‘‘dumping’’ of the farmers’ 
wheat in the fall does not enable the dealers to 
keep down the price of wheat, however much they 
might be so inclined:

World Price Fixed on Known Supply 
In the face of these facts the assertion ean- 
not be accepted that the ‘‘dumping’’ of wheat by 
farmers in large volume during the shipping sea- 
son enables the dealer to the price, or 
causes it to be depressed. If the consumer (the 
miller on the world’s market) knows 
is a large volume of production, he knows that 
it must ultimately come forward. Therefore he 
is able to adjust his requirements to that condi- 
tion in advance, and thereby produce a price de- 
pression. Kut the record shows that whether 
farmer ‘‘dumps’’ or ‘‘merchandises’’ he gets 
the price fixed by world conditions and not by 
the ‘‘grain trade’’ that collects and distributes 
» crop, and which is subject as completely as 
he is to those conditions 
Collection and Distribution 
Only about one-fourth of the population of 
Canadu resides west of Lake Superior; therefore

three-fourths of Canada’s home consumptiou of 
wheat lies eastward from the head of the lakes. 
With the exception of local consumption in the 


west and export shipments by way of Vancouver, 
(there are comparatively negligible shipments all- 
rail eastward by the transcontinental and south- 
ward to Minneapolis), practically the whole of 
Canada’s merchantable- wheat crop passes 
through Fort William and Port Arthur on its way 
to market, and by far the greater part of it is 
transhipped from rail to lake boats at these 


points, Storage elevators are locuted there to 
handle the wheat from rail to boat during the 
navigation season and to store that which comes 
forward while navigation is closed. These twin

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ports are, in effect, the points at which the wheat 
of the producers of the prairies is collected to be 
distributed to the consumers of eastern Canada, 
the United States and Europe. 


Wheat Trading at Winnipeg 
All wheat grown on the prairies and routed 


to Fort William must pass through Winnipeg; 
also such wheat as may be routed all-rail by the 
transcontinental to eastern Canadian points 4i- 
reot, or such as may be shipped to Minneapolis 
or Duluth by rail. Winnipeg is therefore the 
most convenient point for the inspection and 
grading (that is, fixing the value) of western 
wheat on its way to market, and all the inspect- 
ing and grading of eastbound wheat is done there. 

Although Fort William and Port Arthur have 
the terminal elevators in which the wheat col- 
lected from the prairies is stored for sale and 
shipment to consumers in eastern Canada, the 
United States or overseas, the selling by dealers 
who have collected the grain from interior points 
and the buying by exporters who distribute it 
overseas and elsewhere, is practically all done in 
Winnipeg. The men and companies engaged in 
collecting and distributing the grain crop of the 
west are spoken of collectively as the ‘‘Grain 
Trade.’’ 

The Winnipeg Grain Exchange 


For greater convenience in their mutual busi- 
ness transactions, members of the grain trade 
have associated themselves together and so con- 
stituted the ‘‘Winnipeg Grain Exchange.’’ The 
buying and selling of western wheat is not in 
any way restricted to members of the exchange, 
but by mutual agreement under the rules of the 
exchange trading between members is greatly 
facilitated. Contracts for delivery or acceptance 
of grain between members are absolutely bind- 
ing without formality or legal document. The 
principle is that, in transactions which pertain 
to the exchange, the word must be as good as 
the bond. The convenience of being able to de 
business on this basis is obviously very great. It 
makes possible arrangements for trading between 
members which are of such advantage in facili- 
tating operations that membership in the grain 
exchange in practice becomes necessary to the 
successful handling of any western grain dealing 


business. 
Export Demand Makes Price 


The collection of wheat from the initial 
producer and its distribution to the ultimate con- 
sumer are two entirely different operations and 
generally are handled by entirely different and 
distinct organizations. One buys from the pro- 
ducer, the other sells to the consumer. For con- 
venience, the purchaser from the producer may 
be called the dealer and the seller to the con- 
sumer may be called the exporter. The exporter 
buys from the dealer. The transactions between 
dealer and exporter fix the price of wheat 
throughout the west from day to day. The price 
which the dealer pays to the producer is the 
price that he expects the exporter to pay him 
when the wheat reaches and is stored in the ele- 
vator at Fort William or Port Arthur, less freight 
and charges. At the same time, the price which 
the exporter will pay will be based on what he 
expects to get from the miller in Liverpool or 
elsewhere when the wheat reaches its final des- 
tination, less, of course, freight and charges. De- 
mand makes price. It is the exporter’s business 
to search the world for demand, so that he can 
know what price he may pay and yet fill the de- 
mand at a profit to himself. 

Contracts for Delivery—Dealing in Futures 

The yearly crop season begins early in August. 
It is assumed that the wheat grown in the previ- 
ous summer has been disposed of by that date. 
The new crop begins to come forward late in 
August, and it is in full flow in September. The 
exporter having either made contracts for de- 
livery overseas or elsewhere by a certain future 
date, or being satisfied that he can sell at a cer- 
tain price based on the Liverpool quotations for 
future delivery, offers in August a price at 
which he will take delivery at Fort William or 
Port Arthur in September, or on some future 
date. The dealer authorizes his agents at his re- 
ceiving elevators in the producing regions to buy 
at a price that will enable him to sell to the ex- 
porter at a profit after payment of all charges 
such as freight, etc., when delivery is made at 
Fort William or Port Arthur in September or at 
such future date as he considers desirable. 


The Buyer Must Sell 

Grain dealers must have a large investment 
in their elevators, both receiving and terminal, 
and in their business organization. The greater 
part of the money they use in the purchase of 
wheat is supplied by the banks, first on the se- 
curity of their investments, and second on the 
wheat itself as it is purchased. Wheat is equal 
to gold in real value, but it is subject to fluetua- 
tion in price as gold is not. In order that the 
advances made by the banks on the security of 
the wheat shall not be endangered by wide and 
sudden price fluctuations, it is a fundamental 
part of the arrangement between the bank and 
the grain dealer that whatever is the amount of 
wheat he buys at his receiving elevator in any 
one day, he shall sell an equal amount on the fol- 
lowing day for delivery at Fort William. If there 
is a favorable difference between the price he 
paid and the price at which he sold, he makes 
that amount of profit on the day’s transactions; 
and if the difference in price is unfavorable, his 
loss is restricted in the same degree. This opera- 
tion is called ‘“‘hedging’’ and is the modern and 
accepted method of dealing in grain bought from 
the producer. The bank allows the dealer to 
buy and sell with the prospect of a moderate 
profit, or a corresponding chance cf moderate 
less, but does not allow him to gamble by hold 
ing indefinitely for a rise of price or with the 
purpose of compelling such rise. The bank pr: 
vides the money tha: enabies the dealer to pay 
cash on del'very for the farmer’s wheat at the 
world’s market price of the day, no matter how 
great the voiume offered, In doing that it per- 
forms an essential service, and having performed 
that service, takes as little chance as possible of 
scoring a loss. 

‘*Oash"’ or ‘*Spot’’ Wheat 

The wheat may have been bought by a mill, 
by an exporter or by another dealer for sale to 
millers or exporters. The exporter having con 
tracted to deliver wheat, say, in Liverpool, by a 


certain date, has to arrange steamboat transpor- 
tation across the lakes and across the Atlantic 
to meet that date. He must make his contracts 
for tonnage far in advance to be sure of getting 
it when he needs it. Having contracted for the 
tonnage, he must fill it or he loses both on his 
charter for tonnage and on the failure to deliver 
on his Liverpool contract. If he has not secured 
sufficient grain through his ordinary purchases 
to fill the tonnage he has contracted for, or if 
some of the dealers from whom he purchased 
have not delivered in time, he must purchase 
enough wheat wherever and at whatever price he 
can to fill his tonnage. This is a condition that 
gives special value to wheat actually in the Fort 
William elevators during the season of navigea 
tion, as compared with wheat on its way to the 
clevator. Wheat in the elevator and availab). 
for immediate sale and delivery is ‘‘spot’’ o1 
“cash’’ wheat, and is worth an amount mors 
than wheat ‘‘to arrive,’’ which amount varies 
according to the urgency of the need of the ex- 
porter. The wheat sold by the dealer for delivery 
at Fort William must be delivered as agreed, if 
the buyer insists. The buyer may not insist, as 
by the time it arrives he may not need it, and he 
may then accept a cash settlement instead. When 
the wheat arrives at Fort William, if the yur- 
chaser does not need it for export himself and 
another exporter does, he is in a position to 
make, as a profit, the difference between the 
price he has agreed to pay for future delivery 
and the price it is worth on the date on whch 
he finds a purchaser for it as ‘‘cash’’ wheat. 
Contract Grades, Options and Futures 

When wheat is sold under contract for future 
delivery the price basis is No. 1 Northern; but 
the seller has the option of delivering either No. 
1, 2 or No. 8 Northern. For this reason, Nos. 1, 
2 and 3 are known as ‘‘contract grades.’’ While 
the seller contracts to deliver within a certain 
month he has the option of delivering on any day 
in that month. Because of these options as to 
grade and date a contract for future delivery is 
spoken of as an ‘‘option,’’ not as a sale. hese 
options are conceded to the seller for his protec- 
tion against any speculative attempt to corner 
the market. When No. 2 or No. 8 wheat ‘« de- 
livered the price is on a fixed scale below lo. 1. 
At present the spread between No. 2 and No. 1 
is three cents and between No. 8 and No. 1, aight 
cents. Contracting to buy or sell at a future 
date is spoken of as dealing in ‘‘futures.’’ 

Speculating Is Not Gambling 

To buy for future sale in expectation of profit 
is to speculate. This is as true in regard to 
groceries or real estate as in regard to whens. The 
difference is that the return is quicker and the 
chances greater and more difficult to foresee or 
to contro] in the case of wheat than in ‘hat of 
groceries or real estate or almost any othe» article 
of trade. In all legitimate trade the spe alator 
backs his judgment with his money and ‘ving or 
loses on the result. But speculation is not gamb- 
ling. The trader takes his chances in the course 
of his necessary business transactions, and be- 
cause he must. The gambler takes chaices be- 
cause he wants to and without regard jo the 
transaction of actual buiness. Card pla: ‘ug and 
horse racing are not gambling, but cavds and 
racing have always attracted persons having the 
gambling instinct because of the element of 
chance involved. For the same reason the same 
instinct finds opportunity in the fluctuations of 
the grain market. Persons who are no: in the 
grain trade or members of the grain exciange as 
well as those who are, can through brekers con- 
tract to buy or sell wheat without ever owning 
a bushel, by buying for future delivery and sell- 
ing before delivery is due. No one but the person 
who gives the order to buy or sell can know 
whether the order is given as a trade or as a 


gamble. 

The principle of speculation in wheat trading has 
been limited, restricted, minimized; by cusiom of the 
legitimate trade by regulations of the various grain ex- 
changes, by the banks and by governmental action. 
But it ean only be limited, restricted, miuiimized; it 
cannot be eliminated, so long as wheat ‘s sold and 
bought on contract for future delivery. 

Cheaper Wheat—Dearer Bread; If Cas Sales 

Displace Contract Trading 

A change of system from trading on contract to 
trading only on actual delivery would split producer 
and consumer further and further apart. /t would de- 
lay the assurance of supply to the consumer and there- 


fore compel him to lock up capital by hbolding vast 
supplies in storage, which capital is now free for other 
uses. By its requirement of more capital in handling 


the trade, it would greatly increase the ceust of the ser- 
vice rendered by the dealer, which cost would have to 
be borne by the producer or the consumer or both. In 
proportion as larger capita] was required, it would in- 
crease the possibilities of a hold-up alter:..tely against 
producer and consumer by the owners of these larger 
amounts of capital, Under the present syrtem the cap- 
ital that aetually finances the grain trate is provided 
by the banks who take practically no rieks and make 
no gains except the usual interest on tiie use of the 
All epeculative risk taken ‘by ‘he dealer and

“The Wheat and the Tare’ 

If dealers and exporters used their cwn money and 
bought or sold only for immediate delivery they would 
not be satisfied and could not afford t) carry the costs 
of the trade and take the risk of losse» as they do fow 
for a profit of a fraction of a cent per bushel. 

Illegitimate speculation is a parasitic growth on the 
legitimate grain trade, That it exists is entirely re- 
grettabie, but it would be as great foll) to destroy the 
prevent system of cheap and efficient service because of 
this objectionable accompaniment, as « would be for 
the farmer to refuse to sow wheat bevause the ground 
that grew the wheat that he sowed also produced 
weeds that he did not sow and that njured his crop, 
Illegitimate speculation should be eliminated, go far as 


that is powsible without injuring the operation of the 
system that gives a maximum of efficiency at a 
minimum cost to producer and con#:mer, 


Direct Sale by Farme: 


Besides dealers and exporters, there are in the grain 
trade Commission men, who act a® selling agents only 
for a fixed commission of one cent per bushel, A farm. 


er may ship a ear of grain to a Commisvion house with 
orders to sell or to estore and hold tor future sale at 


Fort Willam. Wheat reaching Fort William under the 
first of these conditions is “cash” w)eat—that is, it is 
available for sale at once to the highest bidder. In this 
way the producer who ehips on his own account ie 
often favorably situated to get @ pri-e higher than the 
operator of the receiving elevator could possibly have 
paid him, because the elevator man whose wheat is in 
the country elevator, being compeli« to well for future 
delivery at the price of the day following that on which 
he bought, could not get the berwfi f the demand for 
“cash” wheat, should that happen be favorable.

Costs of Direct Sale

commission for selling, afd other charges which in- 
clude wolghing ana inspecton, exchange on money, 
revenue stamps, and interest on freight charges if sale 
is not ordered on arrtval. If ordered for sale at a later 
date, the carload may be stored in a lake terminal, In 
that case, it gets ten days free storage and pays one- 
thirtieth of a cent per day afterwards until sold, 
Cash Advances to Farmer 
When wheat is stored by the farmer in the country 
elevator for shipment to Fort Wiliam on his own ac- 
count, the dealer (who is the elevator owner), will 
usually make an advance of 7h per cent. of the selling 
rice of the day, taking the storage tickets as security.

It is because of the 
recognized necessity for these deductions that grain is 
rushed forward in the fall as it is. The storage 
charges are regulated by the Canada Grain Act and 
are one-thirtieth of a cent per day, iess ten days free 
"ea ae meg. covers insuiance. 
© dealer who has bought this grain outright from 
the farmer must also pay 7 per cent. interest on the 
money #o paid out unti! he gets it back through the 
sale of the grain; therefore he must deduct from the 
price paid the farmer during the winter, interest ag 
well as storage charges. A higher Fort William price 
in May than in December does not mean that the 
farmer actually gets more for his wheat. It only means 
that some part of the cost of carrying wheat over the 
winter has been added to the December price, and it 
is frequently the case that the increase in the May 
price over that of December does not cover all of these 
inevitable charges. The only way in which they can 
be avoided is by the farmer holding his wheat in his 
own stack or granary on the farm, in which case he 
cannot get the use of any part of the money value of 


his wheat crop. 
Exporter Finds Buyer 
The business of the exporter is to 
market for the home product. 
countries competing, world 
change from day to day, according to pressure of the 
forces of supply and demand. Under ancient condi- 
tions, the overseas miller bought and stored the sup- 
plies he needed as they were offered. He tled up his 
capital {in his stock of wheat and was compelled to 
charge the profit on that investment, as well as on his 
milling operations, to the Purchasers of his flour 
Under modern conditions he avoids tying up capital 
in a large stock of wheat and therefore is able to use 
that capital in expanded milling operations and so to 
supply flour more cheaply to his customers. The per- 
fection of modern transportation and banking systems 
and the development of grain trading makes it possible 
and advantageous for him rb do business by contract- 
ing with the exporters of Canada and of other coun- 
tries for future delivery on such dates and in such 
quantities as he considers desirable. The Canadian ex- 
porter, having secured contracts for future delivery in 
Liverpool, buys from the interior dea'er wheat for 
future delivery at Fort William on dates and in quan- 
tities that will enable him to fill his Liverpool con- 
tracts. The elevator operator or dealer buys from the 
farmer at such prices as will enable him to del!ver to 
the exporter at the contracted price.

A 
wheat market for their own profit. Having stzed up 
world conditions of supply and demand to thef- own 
6atisfaction, they decided that by hold'ng the United 
States supply off the market they could force up the 
price and make large profits for themselves. Hav'ng 
already bought a large proportion of the wheat of the 
United States, they figured that they could buy the rest 
even at an enhanced price. and by keeping back sup- 
plies from the world’s demand they could so force up 
the price as to make a profit on their entire holdings. 
They believed that they were jn a pos'tion to “mer- 
chandize” the wheat of the United States, but in every 
case they lost out. Wither they miscalculated the 
amount of wheat available in the United States and so 
ran short of money, or prospective consumers overseas 
took to eating barley and rye bread (as they are do- 
ing now), or other producing countries captured their 
Prospective market with their supplies when the price 
fot too high. It is years since an attempt to corner 
the Chicago wheat market has been made. The grain 
trade itself, the banks, and the system of grain trad- 
ing now dn vorue are al) against it. 
Cheap and Efficient Service 

The system of grain trading as it prevails today has 
been evolved through Many years of expanding and 
changing conditions, There is speculation in every move 
that is made. It i» more acute than in any other bnal- 
ness, but it is limited by competition, by established 
custom and by financ'al considerations. The service of 
transferring the wheat of the Canadian pra‘ries to the 
Huropean consumer is performed with striking effi- 
cienéy and at a cost per bushel that is ao low an to be 
remarkable, conditions being as they are. 


Requisites of Success 

Tt is a fact that some grain dealers have made 
fortunes, but it is also true that these fortunes have 
been made out of the enormous number of bushels 
handled on smal! margins, not out of large profits per 
bushel. While some have made, it is safe to say that 
ten times as many have lost fortunes. In no other 
business have the financial casualties been in as great 
proportion as in that of grain trading, proving that 
while business abiity and accurate knowledge of the 
trade (the resulte of experience) are necessary to suc- 
cess, even they do not ensure it.
